Tile Allied-cont rolled Luxembourg radio said last night 
that American attacks had cut the width of the German-held 
territory to less than 20 miles—a figure that coincides with 
the distance between Bastogne and last reported American 
positions in the Lierneux area to the north. 
Iii a dispatch sent from the field about the sa m e time, 
however, Associated Press Correspondent Hal Boyle spoke 
of the salient’s width as 29 miles. 
Boyle quoted returning fliers as reporting yesterday that 
the Germans were setting fire to their tanks and other self- 
propelled vehicles in the Cellos area, at the point of the Nazi’s 
deepest penetration toward the Meuse river, and that Amer­ 
ican armor was in operation there. 
Previously, many Ger­ 
mans had been reported abandoning their armor for lack of 
gasoline. 
Prisoners Report Poor Supply Situation 
Boyle also wrote that the latest Germans taken prisoner 
complained about “ the difficult supply situation” and declared 
they had been without food for one or two days—an indica­ 
tion that the five days of unceasing Allied air attacks were 
beginning to starve both Von Rundstedt’s men and machines. 
The American thrust to Bastogne was described by Asso­ 
ciated Press Correspondent WY.1. Gallagher as Field Marshal 
Von Rundstedt’s “greatest blow to date."
